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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . , The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-11, 13-16, 31-33, 35, 36, 38-44, and 47-49 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wilson (3,287,189) in view of Pearson (WO 
02/055184). 

Wilson discloses a coated ammonium nitrate product where the coating is 
mixture of fuel oil and fatty acid that are used as ANFO explosives (col 2). 

Pearson discloses an ANFO explosive comprising ammonium nitrate, diesel oil, 
and epoxidized soybean oil. See page 10 and examples. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the epoxidized soybean oil of Pearson with the explosive of 
Wilson since Wilson discloses that the coated ammonium nitrate is used as an ANFO 
explosive and since Pearson suggests that epoxidized soybean oil is useul with these 
types of explosives. The density and oil separation are inherent properties of these 
compositions as disclosed and taught. As to limitations which are considered to be 
inherent in a reference, note the case law of In re Ludke, 169 USPQ 563; In re 
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Swinehart, 169 USPQ 226, In re Fitzgerald, 205 USPQ 594; In re Best et al, 195 USPQ 
430; and In re Brown, 173 USPQ 685, 688.
